Paul. 


St. Paul, July 27.— Conservation of 
forests, 
considered 
especially 
with 
reference to the enormous 
loss 
b.» 
fires, w ill come in for a m ajor discus­ 
sion on the programme of the Nation­ 
al 
Conservation 
congress 
when 
it 
meets in St. Paul Sept. 5 to 9. 
W’hen those commissioned with the 
task of making up a programme came 
to St. Paul and began on this work 
their attention was called to the dis­ 
astrous 
fires 
of 
the 
past 
several 
months through parts of Wisconsin 
and Northern Minnesota. 
They saw 
then 
the urgent 
need of regarding 
these fires as one of the problems of 
the conservation movement. 
No 
announcement 
has 
yet 
been 
made as to who w ill lead in this dis­ 
cussion. 
It was learned the comm it­ 
tee was preparing to give this subject 
prominence and that some of the best 
foresters in the United States would 
be asked to address the congress on 
the prevention of fires in the tim ber 
sections. 
Professor Henry S. Graves of the 
United 
States 
Forestry 
service has 
signified his intention to be present. 
It is probable that he w ill be given 
first place on the programme for the 
discussion of forest fires. 
Representa­ 
tives from the Southern yellow pine 
belts and from the Pacific coast also 
be assigned places. 
Form er Governor John 
Lind 
will 
likely speak in behalf of Minnesota 
and Wisconsin on the prevention of 
tim ber destruction by fire. 
Mr. Lind 
has not yet accepted a place on the 
programme, but it was said that he 
would 
probably be one of the five 
delegates appointed by Mayor Haynes 
of Minneapolis.

England and Germany Pay Bonuses to 
Defeat Race Suicide. 
The dangers of race suicide are Ro 
well understood in 
Europe that ef­ 
forts are being made in several coun­ 
tries 
to engage m arried couples 
to 
have large families. 
England grants a rebate in taxation 
to fathers of fam ilies; France is con­ 
sidering a bill for paying cash bonuses 
to government employees w ith chil­ 
dren 
and 
the 
German 
borough 
of 
Sehoneberg, which comprises a large 
part of south and southwest Berlin, 
pays premiums to municipal employ­ 
ees who have more than two children. 
The increased cost of living has pro­ 
duced a marked tendency toward the 
tw o child standard in German towns. 
Sehoneberg w ill henceforth pay $2.50 
a month to every employee, m arried or 
widower, who has three children; $3 
a month for four children. $3.75 for 
five, $4.25 for six and $5 for fam ilies 
of more than six.

New York, July 27.— I ne quarterly 
statement of the United States Steel 
corporation for the three months end­ 
ing June 30, last, just issued, shows

earnings 
of 
$40,170,960, 
an 
amount far in excess of unofficial es­ 
timates, and greater than earnings of 
the first quarter by $3,554,084. 
Net 
earnings for the quarter were $33,880,- 
755, or $2,377,561 
greater than 
the 
first quarter’s returns. 
Both gross and 
net earnings are 
vastly larger than those of the corre­ 
sponding quarter last year, which were 
$29,340,491 and $23,232,395 respective­

Wilson tells 
A long w inded and a n ­ 
cient southern law yer had been m ak ­ 
ing a plea for three whole days. The 
judge bis am e im patient aud in as po­ 
lite a way as In* could adm onished him 
to cut it short. 
"A nd do you know ,” says Dr. Wilson, 
"the old b arrister declared th a t the 
last four days of his arg u m en t w ere a 
marvel of condensation.” 


Recomm ended Own Portrait. 
A P rinceton man now located in New 
York relates the following anecdote of 
a chance m eeting w ith Dr. Wilson: 
Going Into Scribner’s bookstore one 
m orning this gentlem an saw a sm ooth 
faced, middle aged m an in glasses and 
without a hat and naturally took him 
fur a clerk.

P h y sic ia n * 
D iagnose 
Experim ental 
Case a Hundred M ile s Aw ay. 
By m eans of a special a p p a ra tu s at 
one end of an ordinary telephone line 
a group of experim enting physicians 
were able to note the h eartb eats of a 
patient IOO miles aw ay.

m ade to d eterm ine the possibility of 
diagnosing heart trouble a t a distance.

PARIS TO SPEND $200,000,000 


Will Be Used For Boulevards and P u b ­ 
lic Buildings.
